of the forty governors of states who

W. Darden, Jr.. of Virginia. How- 
ever, Governor Darden is expected 
to be here. 
He will deliver the 


commencement address at Gettys- 
burg college on Monday. May 29th 
and it has been unofficially an- 
nounced that he will remain here 
for the Memorial Day program.

Approximately, 100 truckers, repre- 


senting every type of carrier, met 
at the fire engine house for the 
session at which Thomas L. Web- 
ster, of the OPA office at Harris- 
burg spoke for more than two hours 
in order to answer all of the ques- 
tions asked him by the truckers 
who "insist" the distribution of tires 
be left in the hands of the local 
tire boards instead of being re- 
moved, as it was on April 1, to the 
ten-county OPA office at Harris- 
burg.

Webster, pleading for "coopera- 


tion from all of you," asserted that 
placing of the quota on a ten county 
basis will "allow the tires to be 
given to those who really need 
them."

requests for truck tires must be 
passed upon by the district OPA 
board at Harrisburg for the ten- 
county area.

ire applications for trucks. 
The 


new ruling also provides a central 
inspection for all truck tires and 
under the program as outlined a 
rucker must take his tire off his 
truck, and give it to a local in- 
spection 
station 
for" inspection. 


That inspector must take the tire 
to the central inspector,' who in 
turn either approves or disapproves 
of the preliminary inspection and 
then the application^ ,is forwarded 
to Harrisburg for action there, 
truckers asserted. 


The tires inspected and found 


unusable by the central tire inspec- 
tor in each county in turn are in- 
spected every so often by officials 
of the ODT in order to check on the 
work of the 
central inspector.

Moscow, April 19 (AP)—A Soviet communique said today 


;hat Axis troops were "resisting desperately" as crack 
lussian Marines pushed through the valleys southeast of 
Sevastopol, apparently on the verge of joining up with the 
main body of the Fourth Ukraine Army for a combined as- 
sault on the big Crimean port. 


"The Germans are heaping as many obstacles as they can 


n the way of our troops and are blowing up bridges across 
mountain streams," declared the communique. It added that 
Nazi machine-gunners were firing on their Romanian Allies 
f they showed the least sign of retreat or surrender. 


Two Armies Move On Capital 


Gen. Andrei I. Yeremenko's Marines yesterday captured 


Lhe coast town of Balaklava, scene of the historic "Charge of 
the Light Brigade," and today one arm was advancing along 
the Balaklava-Sevastopol highway, less than seven miles 
from the port proper, while another moved toward the city_ 
along the Sevastopol-Yalta road, threatening the base from 
south and southeast. 


The Marines were in sight of Sevastopol as they fought 


through tremendous barricades built around cut down and 
mined trees thrown across the highway southeast of the city, 
one front dispatch said today.— --- — - - 


The Russians spanned the Tchornaya river, the dispatch 


said, but were meeting stiff opposition as they scaled historic 
Fedukin heights. 


The correspondent said "tremendous losses" were suffered 


by the enemy as Black sea warships, bombers and even sub- 
marines blasted their self-propelled barges trying to escape 
west of Balaklava. 


Constant Aerial Blasting 


(The communique did not mention the fighting on the 


eastern and northern approaches to Sevastopol yesterday. 
Elements of the Fourth Ukraine Army last were reported to 
have thrust to within-a mile of the north shore of Sevas- 
topol bay.) 


Front dispatches said the Black sea air force was pounding 


Sevastopol's harbor night and day and sweeping the sea 
lanes to .Romania.

• In the western Ukraine, meanwhile, the Germans were re- 
ported to have thrown large numbers of tanks and infantry 
into a fresh assault east of Stanislawow seeking to hold back 
the Red Army's advance on the big communications hub of 
Lwow. 


The communiquue said many fires were started Monday 


night in a mass raid by long range Soviet bombers against 
the Romanian rail hub and seaport of Constanta, an attack 
which dovetailed with Allied air blows against the Balkans 
from Italv.

MANY FARMS 
BEING SOLD IN 
UPPER COUNTY 


More farms have changed hands 


in the upper Adams county section 
this spring than at any time during 
the last 12 years, a veteran observer 
of the upper county scene said to- 
day. 


At the same time he pointed out 


that the prices for the farms "could 
not be considered inflated as yet, but 
rather they have reacned normal 
levels." For the most part, it was 
slaved, me farms me M,iil belling 
"for the price of the house on them 
and the land is still being thrown 
in free." Only a few farms have 
been overpriced, It was claimed. 


Better prices for crops, which has 


made the farms more valuable, has 
been one of the reasons for selling, 
it was stated, and most of the sell- 
ing has been done by older people 
who have either reached retirement 
age or have suffered some physical 
disability. A few of the farms were 
sold by persons who were attracted 
by high wages and different kinds 
of jobs or who have gone into the 
sendee as volunteers. 


Types Of Purchasers 


The sales for the most part have 


been made to the general public, 
rather than to outsiders who are 
moving into the community, it was 
stated. 
Most of the turnover is 


considered normal with a few farms 
being purchased by outsiders who 
are tired of city jobs and are plan- 
ning to take up farming. O few 
sales were to Army officers and 
others who are buying farms "as a 
last resort in case everything blows 
up after the war is over." Such 


"fear" purchases are in the minor- 
ity, lie said. 


Farmers in the upper community, 


for the most part, are going ahead 
hi full confidence with planting 
plans for the coming year, the ob- 
server asserted, but the farmers are 
certain that the 
draft 
officials 


should be more lenient with farm- 
ers if they wish the crops to be har- 
vested. As much land will be cul- 
tivated this year as ever before and 
possibly a little more, despite the 
fact that a few may curtail their 
activities, it was said. Additional 
plantings by other farmers is ex- 
pected to take up the slack. 


In connection with the draft the 


consensus of opinion in the upper 
section, the observer added, is that 
"twenty-one units is too much to 
handle for any one man—is the 
Army going crazy?" 


Labor Committee At Work 


The crop outlook for the coming 


year is very favorable, as far as 
can be told at this early date. So 
far the fruit crop lias not frozen, 
and despite the fact that farmers 
are behind in their work, due to 
much rain, the situation as a whole 
'looks very favorable." 


While the labor shortage is view- 


ed with some alarm by the farmers 
and growers, it is believed Uiat the 
county will be able to pull through 
without too great a strain, it was 
said. The high school youngsters 
who helped out on the farms during 
the last several years have become 
more experienced in their work and 
will make more valuable bands this 
year, it was believed. 


The county Emergency Farm La- 


bor committee is expected to help 
greatly in securing farm help. With 
such offices established in nearly 
every county in the state, it was 
pointed out, labor can be shifted 
about if needed to sections where 
there is greater demand for the 
help.

17-YEAR LOCUST 


The case of the slumbering cicada, 


or "Have the 17-year locusts, set 
their automatic alarm clocks for 
1944?" continued in the news today 
with Dr. T. L. Guyton. director of 
the Bureau of Plant Industry of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agri- 
culture, coming out flatly in a press 
release to state: 


"Brood One of the 17-year lo- 


custs is due to appear this year in 
Adams, Cumberland and Franklin 
counties." 


County Agent M. T. Hartman, the 


county's foremost authority on the 
comatose cicada continues in his po- 
biiion; stated when State Stuietai> 
of Agriculture Miles Horst predicted 
the locust for Adams county sev- 
eral weeks ago; that "There may be 
a few 17-year locusts, in a few town- 
ships, but there will be no general 
infestation such as we had six or 
seven years ago." 


A Diversionary Raid 


The county agent admits this is a 


speedy age but he insists the day 
of streamlined 17-year locusts who 
return again in six years has not yet- 
arrived. 


Brood one. however, which is pre- 


dicted this year, consists more or 
less of a diversionary raid made a 
year before the general invasion by 
the 17-year locust. 
Brood two is 


the title given the general infesta- 
tion which leads fruit growers to 
lead more humble and prayerful 
lives, particularly it they have young 
orchards planted that year. 


Victory gardeners are ignored by 


the locusts, who have no use for such 
growers of more vegetables and gar- 
den plants. The periodical cicada 
works only on trees and shrubs that 
have bark. The female locust, more 
deadly than the male, cuts slits in 
the bark or twigs and deposits her 
eggs in the slits. Too many slits, 
and the twigs and branches are so 
weakened they frequently break and 
hang down. With the sap flow cut 
off, the leaves on the twig die and a 
tree with a large number of such in- 
juries has the appearance of being 
dead on most of its branches. 


Netting1 Impractical 


"About the only way to protect 


valuable young fruit trees or shrubs 
from locust damage is to cover them 
with mosquito netting_jor other 
cheap meshrduring the~approximaTe— 
ly six weeks that the locust are ac- 
tive from late May to early June," 
according to Dr. Guyton. 


Following that advice would be a 


bit difficult for fruit growers with 
acre after acre of trees to protect, it 
was pointed out today. 


However, all the experts are sure 


of one thing, the brood that will hit 
~the county this year will not be the 
huge outpouring that is known as 
Brood two. Dr. Guyton say.s Brooci 
one will be here this year; County 
Agent Hartman says the county 
probably won't have more than its 
annual share of locusts which come 
out in every year.

There have been sections of 
the country and of Canada where 
corn borer was allowed to continue 
without any great effort made to de- 
stroy the pest until it was too late 
and as a result those sections were 
unable to produce corn for a num- 
ber of years."

Conservation Methods 


Pi.sh stream imprOM-mcni within 


the state forests has been carried 
on for a number of years, Secretary 
James A. Kell, of the Department 
of Forests and V/aters, points out. 
The object is to develop and main- 
tain conditions most favorable to 
the growth and production of fish 
life. By the use of small dams, log 
covers, deflectors and other devices, 
changed conditions of flow may be 
made to restore a balance of pro- 
ductivity of the stream. The dams 
which have been built are low ob- 
structions in the stream bed and 
extend from bank to bank so as to 
raise the water level. They create 
a pool and are so constructed so the 
fish can have easy passage in all 
directions. 


Deflectors are constructed of logs, 


stones and other materials which 
are'placed across a portion of the 
channel to concentrate the flow in 
a limited area and at the same time 
increase the water velocity. 
The 


fine material which is picked up by 
the current is deposited in the still 
water behind the deflectors or in 
pools farther, down the stream. The 
pools which are formed as a result 
of these deflectors make good sites 
for the growth of acquatic plants 
which provide fish food and at the 
same time furnish shelters.

Dr. Edward D. Hudson, Sr., 71, 


a veterinarian in Gettysburg and 
Adams county for more than 59 
years and for the last six years 
president of the Gettysburg board 
of health, died this morning at 1 
o'clock at the Warner hospital. A 
heart attack caused death. 


Doctor Hudson had been in failing 


health for some time. He was ad- 
mitted to the hospital last Sunday 
and submitted to a major opera- 
tion Monday. His condition had ap- 
peared good Wednesday. He died 
fchortly after being stricken. 


The deceased was engaged 
in 


business in Baltimore and Hagers- 
town before coming to this county.

Jr. That part- 
nership was formed in 1917 after the 
con's graduation from the TJ. S. 
College of Veterinary Surgeons at 
Washington, D. C. 


Appointed to the Gettysburg board 


of health by the borough council in- 
the spring of 1935, Doctor Hudson 
had served on that board contin- 
uously 'since that time. Since 1938 
he had been president of the board. 


He was active in political circles 


in this county over a long period 
of years and twice campaigned for 
the office of county commissioner—

Leave Catacombs Of Odessa

Odessa, April 20 (AP)—-Walking 


the streets of sunny Odessa today 
are 10,000 Soviet partisans who 
lived for months 
in 
the 
city's 


catacombs—dank, tortuous under- 
ground caverns from which they 
emerged only at night to create a 
reign of terror for the Nazis and 
speed the fall of the big port to 
the conquering Red Army. 


Their week-by-week fight, which 


saved much of Odessa 
from de- 


struction, 
was 
related to Allied 


correspondents yesterday by two 
of the partisan leaders in a pleas- 
ant bedroom of a house above the 
cave which was their headquarters 
during the Nazi occupation. 


A dark-haired chemical engineer 


with staring blue eyes. Anatoly 
Loschenko, 46, chief of staff of the 
guerrillas, said 
their 
activity in- 


creased to such an extent as the 
Red Army drew near that fright- 
ened 
enemy sentries 
virtually 


abandoned the streets in the dark- 
ness. 


Masters At Night " 


"At night we were masters of the 


city," he said. 


Loschenko, known as Dncprov, 


said the main supply of arms for 
the guerrillas ironically came from 
the enemy. Women bought them 
from Germans and Romanians in 
the main market place or In near- 
by houses, he declared .adding "the. 


Germans speculated 
even 
more 


than the Romanians." 


"Fifty per cent of our Army was 


armed." said Dmitry Gaushin, 48, 
the commander, who was chosen 
as volgin. "If all were armed we 
could have

selves." 


•The leaders said that when the 


partisans heard the sounds of Red 
Army artillery early in April they 
came out of the catacombs and en- 
gaged the enemy in battle, occu- 
pying entire areas of Odessa, pre- 
venting the demolition of 30 dock- 
ing places, de-mining water and 
sewage pipes.

A powerful Allied fleet of aircraft carriers, battle- 


ships, cruisers, destroyers and submarines at dawn yester- 
day struck the first air-sea blow against Japanese-held Dutch 
East Indies since the fall of the islands in March, 1942. 


The attack was made just four days after Admiral Lord 


Louis Mountbatten had shifted his operational headquarters 
to Ceylon from New Delhi. 


Allied bombers and fighters took off from the carriers 


somewhere in the Indian ocean and' carried out a surprise 
raid on Sabang and Lhonga airfields in northern Sumatra. 


Coordinated Sea And Air Attack 


A communique said heavy bombers also struck the tar- 


gets. 
(Presumably these came from land bases and coor- 


dinated their attack with that of the sea borne expedition. 
As far as is known heavy bombers have never been flown 
from carriers.) 


Sabang is a little island just off the northeastern tip of 


Sumatra less than 1,000 miles from Mountbatten's Ceylon 
headquarters and has an important harbor which the Japa- 
nese have been using for sea operations toward the west. 
Lhonga is a few miles away on the mainland tip. 


With the expedition directed by Admiral Sir James Som- 


erville, commander-in-chief of the British eastern fleet, the 
aircraft scored numerous direct hits with heavy bombs on 
the dock yard, power station, wharf, barracks, hangars, 
workshops and radio station at Sabang, on the northern tip 
of Sumatra, leaving large fires blazing in the area. 


32 Planes Destroyed On Ground 


The aircraft also scored hits on two Japanese merchant 


ships, each of 4,000 to 5,000 tons, while two enemy destroyer 
escort vessels were shot up and set afire. Twenty-two Japa- 
nese planes, including six large transports, were destroyed 
aground at Sabang. 


Several Japanese planes also were destroyed on the 


Lhonga airfield. 


One Allied plane was forced to land at sea but the pilot 


was dramatically saved by a submarine which rescued him 
under shore battery fire. All other'planes returned to the 
carriers. 


Despite intense light caliber anti-'aircraft fire, the Allied 


bombers registered a direct hit on an oil tank at Sabang 
with a' 1,000-pound bomb, starting a fierce fire from which 
smoke rose to 7,000 feet. 


Fighters which escorted the bombers shot down three 


Japanese torpedo bombers which approached the fleet after 
the raids.
